Probably one of the greace.. navural 
resources of the west s tue supply 
of clay and shale, suitable fox ordinary 
tions now going on indirate that clays 
will be found adapted to the’ manufac- 
ture of more, valuable kinds of cera- 
mic goods as Wehy; such as porcelain 
and china. 

Briefly the character of the clays 
and shales employec for different pur- 
poses are ds follows: 

Kaolins are whit» burning clays 
composed mainly of silicas, alumina 
and water, with a low parcentage of 
Fluxes, soy 

Fire Clays are always capable 0: 
withstanding a high degree of heat, 
No clay should be called a fire clay 
urless the fusing temperate is higa- 
er than 3,000 degrees Fahrenheit. So 
far very little fire clay has been found 
in Western Canada. Any clay under- 
lying a coal bed is often called fire 
clay, but this is decidedly a misuse f 
the name. 

Brick clays—The main requirement 
is an easily moulde: clay and on bura- 
ing hard at « low temperature and 
having small loss from cracking and 
warping. Common red burning brick 
are. made from low grade clay or 
shale. Pressed brick require a higher 
grade of material. Paving brick should 
be plastic, and have good strengtn 
and a wide range of temperature: be- 
tween~-vitrification--and-—fusion.¢Fire-. 
proofing c-ays shoull also ove plastic 
and burn to a hard but not vitrified 
Lody at s low temp-rature. 

Sewer pipes are vitrified and hence 
the clays must be |. _« in fluxes. They 
should also have a wide range of tem- 
perature between vitrification and fus- 
ion on a proper glaze. Good sewer pipe 
clays are rare in Alberta. 

Terra Cotta clays are of many kinds 
but generally a semi-fire clay, They 
are usually buff burning. 

Stonvware clays are also generally 
semi-refractory and must burn to a 
dense body. 

Cement shales or clays must be 9f 
such composition as to give a proper 
burning mix with limestone or marl. 
They should be free from grit.

It Happened in China 


Twelve Men Are Put to Death and 
Whole City is Burned’ to Avenge 
Alleged Crime 

Ox July_7, in ihe prefectorial city 
of Iluchowfu, {in the ” provifice™ of 
Kwangsi, South China, three men, ac- 
cused of crime, says the Christian 
H-rald, were stripped half naked, 
then dragged along the narrow 
streets, through the city. gate to a. 
place outside the city, wall, where 
they were thrown ‘into burning pits, 
and after suffering indescribable 
agony in the flames were riddled with 
bullets and then covered with earth. 

The crime charged against them was 
the murder of four soldiers, who the 
officials assert were, suppressing 
gambling in the country districts when 
they were killed by a mcb. The report 
current among the peopte was that 
these soldiers bccame invclved in a 
quarrel, and three .f them were Kill- 
ed in the melee that followed. After 
the execution orders were.isaued that 
the entire village be destroyed. Sold- 
ierg were sent fror. house to house 
and arrested as many men as. they 
could find, and then set fire to the 
village. The prisoners were brought 
to the city for punishment, and nine 
of them were led outside the city wall 
and shot on the execution ground. 

That this is an isolated case of 
cruelty we are glad to believe, for if 
in the name of law the Chinese of- 
ficials are going to resort to the bar- 
barities practised in the Middle Ag2s 
it ~vill bring the name of the new 
republic into disgrace and put far dis- 
tant the day when claim can be made 
to civilization.

that the Coleman School Dis- 
trict is hard up for two reasons, 
viz., the non-payment of taxes, 
and -the fact that so much of 
the land included in the district 
is held by the Crown—AS A 
FOREST RESERVE. 

Take the first cause mentioned: 

The McLaren Lumber 
pany and the Head Syndicate 
are the greatest offenders. The 
former holds a large tract of 
land in this school district under 
“Timber Leases.” From much 
of this land the timber was reé- 
moved years ago, but the com- 
pany still holds the land, and 
we know of specific cases where 
more than a dozen people have! 
tried to homestead parts of this 
land—but the twenty-year-old 
timber leases were in the way. 
If this lind, which is of no 
further use from the point of 
view of getting timber off it; 
was thrown open tor settlement 
it would be taken up pronto, 
There is no doubt of that. And 
if it was settled it would at once 
bring revenue to the 
district. 

Again, the 1914 auditors’ re- 
port of the town of Coleman 
shows that while the lumber 
company has been assessed for 
this land, they have never yet

In the Straits Settlements and Ma- 
lay Peninsula both the Malays and 
Chinese believe that many _rees have 
their tutelary spirits, says C. BH. G. 
Tisdale, in the Wide World Magazine. 
Such trees are easily recognizable, ow- 
ing to their having “joss” or incense 
sticks placed either close’ to their 
roots or in a fork between the 
branches—the offerings of the Chinese 
—or decoration consisting of bits of 
various colored cloth, the Malay token 
of devotion. 

One such tree is still to be seen in 
Stamford road, the main thoroughfare 
of Singapore, and in connection with 
this particular tree a curious accident 
bappened only a few months ago.

It is Composed of a Buffalo Skin and 
is Used to Navigate River at 
Simla, india 


Perhaps the most curious ferryboat 
to be found in the world is at Simla 
India, says a writer in the Strand 
Magazine, The river that flows to the 
northeast of Suni, the chief town of 
the Simla Hill States, has few 
bridges, so, uecessity being the moth- 
er of invention ajnovel method hag 
been-adopted,_The skin of a buffalo 
is inflated with air and is placed, with 
the four feet upward, to float in the 
water. The owner then throws him- 
self over it, and the one or two pass- 
engers sit or lean on the top of him. 

By means of a small paddle in his 
right hand and the movement to and 
fro of his legs in the water the own- 
er takes his passengers across. Jhe 
journey takes from three to five fhin- 
utes and the nodes gum ofa pica (one 
farthing) is charged. It is only by re- 
peated crossings in a day that a man 
can earn much, but so many natives 
use this means of going to @nd from 
their villages that the trade is not un- 
remunerative, 

Few things are more comical than 
these mussacks, whether moving in 
midstream or being carried back to 
the village at night on the owner’s 
back, They are, of course, very light, 
and are about two and a half yards 
long. They seem to be safe, except in 
monsoon weather, when heavy rain 
has caused a rapid current, but, at 
such a time two mussacks are often 
linked together, so that, being heav- 
ler, they can avoid the rocks.

About one hundred miles eastward 
of Tahiti lies the Tuafhotu (Pomutus) 
or Low Archipelago, a scattering of 
Jow «lying coral atolls, about eighty- 
| seven in number. In the waters adja- 
cent to about fifty of the more import- 
ant of these islands the finest pearls 
in the South Pacific are found, with 
considerable quantities of the so-called 
black edge mother-of-pearl ghell much 
used in commerce. 

These mussel ‘beds are worked an- 
nually, under French government reg- 
ulation, during the: diving ‘season, 
| which lasts from August to November, 
inclusive. 

An island’s waters are exploited one 
season then closed for three succes- 
sive years, thus giving the beds a 

'chance to become restocked, and in- 
| suring against a depletion of the shell 
|and pearl deposits. 

Waters opened by law are an- 
‘nounced officially at the commence- 
‘ment of each diving season, and no 
; others can be operated in. Diving in 
| prohibited waters may result in a 
heavy fine and the seizure of-all pro- 
perty employed in the venture. Some- 
times part of an island’s waters are 
open and the remainder closed, as is 
the case this year of Kaukura Island. 
Although the- largest producer of 
pearls, most of its waters are inter- 
dicted. 

Native Polynesians comprise practi- 
cally all the 2,500 or more local pearl 
None but French citizens may 
engage in tnis business, in French 
Oceania. The use of ahy diving: ma- 
chines or other apparatus is strictly 
forbidden, the accoutrement of the 
diver being a pair of large goggles, a 
loin cloth and a rope and weight. The 
goggles protect the eyes from galt 
water and enable the diver to see 
clearly. Raa Saat 

In the early morning launches tow 
long strings of outrigger canoes, some- 
times twenty or twenty-five, out to the 

diving grounds. Entire families travel 
to the scene of operations, as well. as 
their dogs and other pets, along, and 
pass the day in their canoes. 

The diver uses manila rope, one end 
of which is fastened securely to the 
anchored canoe, while to the other is 
attached—a~weight of twenty-two to 
twenty-six-pounds. When ready to de- 
scend he takes two or three long 
breaths to expand his lungs, fills his 
lungs with air, takes hold of the 
weighted rope, jumps in and is car- 
ried to the bottom. There he leis go 
of the rope and collects the shell, 
which is placed in a woven basket 
made from fish net. This basket 
holds sixty-six to seventy-seven 
pounds of shell and takes _ several 
dives to fill as the diver can remain 
under water only one to three minutes 
at a time. When the basket is filled 
it is drawn into the canoe and the 
shells are opened. q 

Native divers‘descend to consider- 
able’depths, more than 130 feet: being) 
frequently attained, but shell is not 
infrequently picked from rocks in 
water not more than four _to six feet 
In dépto, although the amount thus 
obtained is comparatively small.

Late King of Roumania Told of For- 
eign Power Which Would Attack 
Country 


In view of the German 
that Belgium made secret 
ments with France’ and England— 
which is widely held in Germany— 
“et Volk,” the Dutch labor journal, 
publishes a speech which M. de Broc- 
queville, the Belgian premier, made at 
a secret sitting of parliament, when 
the Belgian army bill was submitted: 

According to the versiou of a Soec- 
ialist member of parliament, to the 
publication of which M. de Brocque- 
ville is said to have consented, tae 
premier told parliament that the army 
bill was due to the German army bill 
of 1912, and Germany’s desire to have 
300,000 more men in the first line than 
France has, 

“During last summer,” gaid the pre- 
mier ,‘we learned that the purpose. of 
the increase was to enable German 
armieg to break through Belgium. We 
were told of this by several powers, 
and our uneasiness was increased by 
several plans of which we were in- 
formed,” 

The premier then erad several re- 
ports regarding the railway around 
Elsenborn, and the possibility of Ger- 
many transporting 50,000 men in less 
than 24 hours and invading Belgium 
after a three hour march, “Therefore,” 
observed M. de Brocqueyile, ‘we must 
beware of Germany.” 

As to France, she had strengthened 
her fortresses and increased her 
forces, M, de Brocquevile said he 
feared no conflict with France, but 
they must be prepared to meet both 
sides. The premier said they had been 
warned of the danger of a foreign 
power setting foot in Belgium, and 
that she should be prepared for self- 
defence. The late King of Roumania 
was one who tendered this advice.

Nirety-three of the most prominent 
men of Germany, distinguished in 
various branches of science, art, edu- 
cation, and literature, have recently 
circulated broadcast throughout 
America a letter entitle. “An Appeal 
to the Civilized World,” in which they 
‘attempt to change public opinion ‘in 
on the subject of 
the war. Mr. Chureh, president of 
the Carnegie institute, at Pittsburgh, 
and author of “The Life of Oliver 

omwell,” has made reply to the 

man appeal, which is addressed to 

r. Fritz Schaper, of Berlin. He says: 

“It gives me a feeling of pity ‘%o 
note the importunity with which the 
people of Germany are seeking the 
good opinion of America in this strife. 
It is greatly to the.* credit that they 
wish to stand right in the judgment 
of this nation. But Germany need 
have no fear that American public 
opinion will be-perverted by the lies 
and calumnies of her enemies, We 
are all going deeper than the surface 
in cur search for: the truth, Your 
letterspeaks of Germany a; being in 
a struggle which has been forced up- 
on her. That is the whole question: 
all others are subsidiary’. [2 ~ this 
struggle was forced upon Germany, 
then, indeed, she stands in 4 positicn 
of mighty dignity and honor, and the 
whole world should acclaim her .and 
succour her, ‘o the utter confusion and 
punishment of the foes who have at- 
tacked her. But if this outrageous 
war was not forged upon her, would 
it not follow in the course of reason 
that her position is without dignity 
and honor and that it is her foes who 
zhould be acclaiméd and supported to 
the extreme limit of human sympathy? 

“I believe, .dear Dr. Shaper, that 
the judgment on this paramount ques- 
tion has been formed, That judg- 
ment is not based upon the lies and 
calumnies of the enemies of Ger- 
many, nor upon the careless publica- 
tions contained in the newspapers, but 
en a profound study of the official 

rrespondence in the case. What 
do the official documents prove? 

After reviewing the evidence Mr. 
Church concludes: 

“Who began it? Was it England? 
Bcarcely so, for England, in go far as 
her army is concerned, had yielded to 
the popular idea of arbitration; she 

‘was not ready. for war and will not 
be ready for another six months. 
Was it France? Was it Russia? Not 
one of the 93 distinguished men who 
have sent me this letter, if they will 
read the evidenc, will say so. kt was 
Austria, who, by her unreasonable and 
inexcrable attack on Servia, began 
the war, supported at every step by 
Germany, who, in her turn, gave no- 
tice to the Powers of Europe that any 
interference with ia would be 

resented by Germany to the full limit 
of war.” 

Mr. Church proceeds: 

“The next point in your letter reads 
thus ‘It-is not true that we trespass- 
ed in neutral Belgium.’ Have these 
93 men studied well the letter they 
have signed? Could intellects’ so 
superbly trained deliberately certify 
to such an unwarranted declaration? 
Has any one of my 93 honored cor- 
respondents read the appeal to the 
American people by Imperial Chan- 
cellor von Bethmar-Hollweg, publish- 
edin the American newspapers on 
August 15? I fear nor, for in that 
atatement the chapcellors aid: “We 
were compelled to’ override the just 
protests of the Luxemburg and Bel- 
gian governments. The wrong—t 
speak frankly—that we are committing 
we will endeavor to make good as 
goon as Our military goal has been 
reached.’ 

“What will the good conscience of 
the German people say when, in spite 
of its passion in the rage of war, it 
grasps the awful significance of the 
confession of its imperial chancellor? 
*The wrong that we are committing.’ 
The wreck and ruin of a country that 
has done. you no injury, the slaughter 
of her sons, the expulsion of her king 
and government, the blackmail of her 
substance, the destruction of her 
cities, with their happy homes, their 


beautiful monumen’s of historic times, 
and the priceless works of human gen- 
jus! ‘The wrong that we are commit- 
ting.’ Worst of all, when the desper- 
ate and maddened populace, seeing 
their sons slain and their homes in, 
flames, fired from their windows in 
the last instinct of nature, your troops 
with barbaric ferocity, put them to th¢ 
sword without distinction of age or 
sex! The wrong! Oh, Doctor Schap- 
er, if these conditions should ever be 
reversed and these foreign soldiers 
should march through the streets of 
Berlin, would not you, would not all 
of my 93 correspoudents, if they saw 
their homes battered in ruins and 
their song déad in the streets, would 
they, too, not fire from their windows 
upon the merciless invaders? I am 
sure I would do so! 


“Your reference to German militar- 
ism brings up in my mind the convic- 
tion that this war began potentially 
25 years ago when Emperor William 
II. ascended the throne, declared him- 
self Supreme War Lord and proceeded 
to prepare his nation for war. His 
own children were raised from their 
babyhood to consider themselves sol- 
diers and to look forward to a des- 
tiny of slaughter, and here in Amer- 
ica we know even his daughter only 
by her photograph in a colonel’s unis 
form, And so with his own children, 
so all the youth of his empire were 
brought up. 


“Going far away from your great 
philosopher, Kant who in his Cate- 
gorical Imperative has taught us . ll 
a new golden rule, the national spirit 
of Germany has been fed on the sen- 
Sual materialism of Nietzsche, on the 
undisguised bloodthirst of General 
Bernhardi, on the wicked war dreams 
of Trietschke, and on the weak mor- 
ality of von Buelow; and we behold 
in every scrap. of evidence that we 
can gather from your Emperor, his 
children, his soldiers, his statesmen 
and his professors that Germany held 
herself a nation apart from the rest 
of the world and superior to it and, 
predestined to,maintain that superior- 
ity by war. In contrast to this nar- 
row and destructive spirit of nation- 
alism we in America have learned the 
value of humanity above the race so 
that we cherish all mankind in the 
bosom of our country. Therefore we 
can do nothing but execrate the con- 
duct of your emperor who has driven 
his troops to slaughter their brethren 
and be slaughtered by them in his 
bloody and unspeakable conflict. 

“And, so, at last, my dear Dr. Scha- 
per, we find ourselves shocked, asham- 
ed, and outraged that gq Christian 
nation should be guilty of this crimi- 
nal war. There wag no justification 
for it. Armed and defended as you 
Were, the wholé world Gould never 
have broken into your borders. And 
while German culture still has some- 
thing to gain from her neighbors, yet 
the intellectual progress which Ger- 
many was making seemed to be lift- 
ing up her own _ people to better 
things for themselves and to an il- 
truistic service to .mankind, Your 
great nation floated its ships in every 
| ocean, sold its wares in the uttermost 
parts of the earth, and enjoyed the 
good favor of humanity, because it 
was trusted as a humane state. But 
now all this achievement has vanish- 
ed, all this good opinion has been des- 
troyed. You cannot in half a cen- 
utry regain the spiritual and material 
benefits which you have lost. Oh, 
that we might have again a Germany 
that we could respect, a Germany of 
true peace, of true progress, of true 
culture, modest and not boastful, for 
ever ~rid of her war lords and her 
armed hosts, and turning once more 
to the uplifting influence of such lea- 
derg as Luther, Goethe, Beethoven, 
and Kant! But Germany, whether 
you win or lose in this war, has fallen, 
and the once glorious nation must 


continue to pursue its course i> dark- 
ness and murder until conscience at 
last bids it withdraw its armies back 
to its own boundaries there to hope 
for the world’s pardon upon this in- 
expiable damnation.—Lgfidon Times.

Are Warned to 
_ Eat Sparingly 


“You Are Helping the Enemy When 
You Do Not Choose Right 
Foodstuffs” 


An ominous warning is sounded to 
German housewives in all classes of 
society in a semi-official article circu- 
lating in German newspapers, entitled 
“What Shall We Eat?” It sounds. the 
first note of alarm in that battle of 
the “silver bullet’ which eventually 
must. be..a..prime..factor..in.. bringing 
the war to an end. 

Munich, in common with other cities 
throughout Germany, took over the 
task of enlightening the public on the 
condition of the nation’s larder. The 
bad fortunes of the war called into 
being a new statistical department, 
and a commission of food economists 
was appointed. That commission is 
Wow telling thé “Gertiat people “the 
way to live sparingly in war time, 
and how every little sacrifice at mea] 
times will strengthen the nation’s re- 
sistance to the growing shd@iage of 
the food supplies. “Save ag ch of 
the white bread as possible, and try 
to substitute black bread or bread 
made of mixed white and rye flour,” 
is one of the recommendations, 

The commission appeals-to the peo- 
ple, when they prepare-ihe daily menu 
or sit in restaurants, always to bear 
in mind the enemy's wicked plan of 
forcing Germany to lay down her arms 
by starvation. “Remember,” it says, 
“you are helping the enemy when 
you do not choose the right foodstuffs 
and consume them frugally.” 

The German housewife is asked to 
be careful wher she makes soup not 
to make it of rice, lentils, peas or 
white beans, as these supplies. are 
largely imported from hostile coun- 
tries over seas, but to substitute if 
possible pota.oes, barley and certain 
kinds of roots, including turnips. She 
is to find substitutes also for fats and 
oils used at meal times, to encourage 
the eating of beef, pork and home 
grown fruit, and ‘to buy as little calves’ 
meat as possible. There is a spécial 
appeal for economy in the grocery 
department in regard to tinned meatg 
and fish, pepper and salt. The house- 
wife is advised to throw nothing away 
and to ask her husband to drink less 
beer. 

The commission reminds the nation 
that it ought not to live in two separ- 
ate parts—one part throwing its whole 
life into a terrible conflict with an 
“unscrupulous enemy;” the other tak- 
ing life easy at home and surrendering 
none of its traditional comforts and 
enjoyments. 

“We are not living in the days vf 
need but in the days of careful econ- 
omy. You need not be afraid that 
our, stocks of food'are disappearing 
or will disappear within a short time. 
The quantity of foddstufts at our dis- 
posal is, on the whole, go big that it 
will last a long time.”

“No one can imagine this war. One

enemy; (ools stolen, fruit and shade- 
trees on our beautiful grounds and 
roads, all gone. 

“There has been uu . harvest. Judge 
then, in what misery the frontier will 
find itself. _Néxt year will be worse, 
as we are 'inable to sow. 

“Our family has been badly etricken 
—three hostages, three wounded, one 
prisoner, and francs, 60,000. in losses, 
which in the country is a big item. And 
to begin life again, at sixty years of 
age, to build up .he house: when there 
is nothing left, is too much for my 
brother-in-law and hig femui.y. 

“The houses, on account of bombard- 
met, are half demolished. I Lave left 
mine in the hands of a neighbor, in 
whom I have every confidence. But, 
if it burns, nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing left.’—-New York Evening Post.
